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Death of Clifton A. Howes 
e _ —— 


Mr. Clifton A. Howes of 55 Penn 
Street, Belmont, Mass., passed away 
February sixth, after an illness of 
three months. 

Mr. Howes was well known in 
Philatelic circles. He was an Elec- 
trical Engineer, born in Cambridge, 
Mass., in 1872, educated at the Mass. 
Institute of Technology, Boston. A 
collector since 1882. Mr. Howes was 
a specialist and authority on the Na- 
tive issues of many of the Oriental 
countries. His collection of Corea 
won him medals in London 1906, 
Vienna 1911 and New York in 1913. 

He was author and co-publisher of 
Stamp Designs of Eastern Asia 
(1903); Canada, Its Postage Stamps 
and Postal Stationery (1911); New- 
foundland, the Maratime Provinces, 
etc. In years past he was a frequent 
contributor to the philatelic press both 
in America and in Great Britain. 

Besides stamps, Mr. Howes was 
interested in Astrology, mycology and 
entomology. 

Mr. Howes was a member of the 
Boston Philatelic Society, the A. P. 
S., the Royal Philatelic Society, Lon- 
don, the Collectors Club and an hon-

Mr. M. Mechelson of Seattle re- 
ports that postmasters have refused 
to pass letters in ordinary airmail 
which were franked with the 25c 
China Clipper stamp. In other words, 
Mr. Mechelson states that the post- 
masters tell him that this stamp is 
good only for postage on the Clipper 
flights.

At 
first it was stated that these stamps 
were for use only on the Antarctic 
mail. Protests of collectors and their 
pointing out the fact that the stamps 
bore the legend U. S. Postage soon 


declared good for any postage use. 

The China Clipper stamp also 
bears the words U. S$. Postage and 
certainly should be available for any 
air mail use at least. Naturally the

Stamp News From Everywhere 


Silver Jubilee Varieties 
—e 





Collectors interested in the various 
Silver Jubilee stamps will note that 
these stamps offer all the opportun- 
ities of current engraved U. S. stamps 
for the study of minor varieties such 
as shifts, cracked plates etc. 

Two extremely interesting ex- 
amples are at hand from Mr. W. R. 
Kern of Chicago. A 3 pence British 
Honduras shows a defective plate 
mark which is a spot over the figure 
3 in the lower left corner of the 
stamp. ‘The lines forming the back- 
ground of the oval surrounding the 
figure are crushed and skidded across 
the line of the oval and a gash or 
crack runs entirely through the upper 
half of the figure 3. This is very 
lclear and noticeable without a glass, 
plate position is unknown. 

In a Virgin Islands shilling variety 
which is located as at the right edge 
of the sheet, a large crack is clearly 
seen which extends from outside the 
design at the left across the 
stamp through the words VIRGIN 
ISLANDS and into the frame design 
surrounding the head. This is a very 
remarkable example of a cracked 
plate, clearly seen without a glass.

The book is of upright shape, 
neatly bound in black cloth, printed 
on a good quality of paper and illus- 
trated with hundreds of pictures of 
stamps of all nations. 

Throughout the album, the left 
hand page carries the illustrations to- 
gether with data and information re- 
garding the individual country. The 
right hand or opposite page is of the 
quadrille style so that the collector 
may use his own judgment in ar- 
of such stamps as he may 
acquire of any country. This type 
of arrangement also provides for and 
permits the mounting of stamps of 
different size and shape as well as 
large stamps without overlapping or 
crowding. The use of a quadrille 
page such as is used in this album 
will also educate the young collector 
in the use of the standard type of 
blank album and thus encourage him 
and make him an apt subject for a 
standard type blank album. It is also 
noted that mounting the stamps on 
one side of the page only as provided 
for in this album will do away with 
the ruination and destruction of the

Washington was a busy day on 
Monday, February 10, when the new 
red and blue 16c air mail-special de- 
livery stamp went on sale. For a high 
denomination stamp, a surprisingly 
large number of first day covers were 
mailed, a total of 72,981. The num- 
ber of stamps sold was 184,357, with 
a total face value ot $29,497.12. 
That total figure combines the 
Agency sale and those for Washing- 
ton City and can be broken up into 
three parts, as follow: Washington 


City Post Office sales amounted to 
$11.718.88; Window Sales at the| 
Philatelic Agency $13,149.38, and 
advance mail order sales sent out 
from the Agency on Feb. 10, 
$4,628.86. 


The stamp itself, in so far as design 
is concerned is indeed striking, a pos- 
tal clerk would have to be almost a 
total eclipse to overlook this stamp. 
It stands out on a letter to such an 
extent that one cannot miss seeing it. 
All that is needed now is for the| 
general public to welcome it by in- 
sisting on the local post offices carry- 
ing it in stock, 
of the super- -service. “There is one fly 
in the ointment of wide philatelic use 
of this stamp, however, and that is a! 
ruling put out by the Division of 
Classification last fall to the extent 
that use of more than one of these 
stamps on a letter is frowned upon. 
In order to discourage the public 
using this stamp in pairs and blocks 
of four, an order was made that any 
residue or unused postage contained 
on a letter could not be_ utilized 
toward registration or insurance. 


For instance, your writer wanted 
to send an ounce letter, air-mail, 
special delivery, and registered to the 
amount of $5. The postage required 
for the three items adds to 3lc. What 
would be more natural than to send 
my friend his letter franked with a 
pair of these new 1l6c stamps? BUT,

the Post Office Department says no, 
don’t do it, use only one 16c stamp 
and put ordinary postage stamps on 
the letter for the registration.

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United States Guide Lines 
— e-- — 


One of the most attractive and in- 
teresting fields for specializing in 
United States stamps is the collection 
of the stamps which bear some mark 
of some sort other than the stamp 
itself. This includes stamps of the 
early issues which bear either plate 
lines or arrow marks and runs up 
into recent issues which show the 
plate lines. 

It is true that most of these stamps 
are copies which are frowned upon 
as being straight edge copies, yet 
there is nothing about a plate or sheet 
of stamps which will tell the student 
more about the construction and lay- 
out of the sheet than these marked 
stamps. 

Being as they are straight edge 
copies, they are spurned by most col- 
lectors and that is further reason for 
collecting them for they can usually 
be obtained at under the market price 
for the ordinary stamp. 

One of the leading exponents of 
these stamps has been J. H. Davis 
Reynolds of Flint, Michigan. Mr. 
Reynolds has made a study of them 
and has produced numerous leaflets 
and lists of the stamps as well as lit- 
erature explaining them so that the 
collector may know what to look for. 

The latest such list is a small leaf- 
let starting with the Trans-Missis- 
sippi issue and bringing the issue up 
to date. This list, Mr. Reynolds has 
priced in an effort to set a guide for 
value on stamps of this type. It is 
interesting to note that most of the 
varieties that are priced are priced at 
higher than Scott prices for similar

RELIGION IN THE STAMPS 
By Harry M. Savacool 


Great Christian Laymen on the Stamps 


Chapter XII 


or even mainly, by priests, monks, and clergy 
men. Less spectacular, but just as effective, has 
been the services of the great mass of Christian laymen. 
It is very natural that some of them should adorn our 


CC HRISTIANITY has not been advanced solely, 


stamps. In most cases perhaps not directly because 
of their religion, but because of their greatness in 
other fields. Even if that is true it gives those of us 
who love the Christian religion a thrill of pleasure 
to note that so many of these laymen whose greatness 
has won for them a place on the stamps were devout 
Christians. In spite of all of our theories of equality 
it does count to have men of native greatness in the 
ranks of the Christian religion. Of course all men of 
the stamps who were Christians can not be included in 
this chapter. Only those will be included who made 
some real contribution to the Christian religion, who 
have some peculiar significance in their relationship 
to Christianity, or whose use on the stamps has some- 
thing unusual about it. 

We find several great Christian laymen of the 
Middle Ages on European stamps. St. Wenceslaus. 
who was included in the chapter on martyrs, would 
rank high in this list. Hungary in one set issued in 
1930 paid tribute to three great Christian laymen and 
one woman. This set of four stamps was issued to 
commemorate the 900th anniversary of the death of 
St. Emery (No. 784-787). St. Stephen and his wife, 
St. Gisela, are shown in their royal robes and crowns 
on the 16f value. Stephen was the son of the first 
Christian duke of the Hungarians. When he became 
duke he was encouraged by his Bavarian Catholic 
wife to push the Christianization of his pagan subjects. 
To that end he imported many missionaries and sup- 
ported their efforts with force when it was necessary. 
He built many churches and thoroughly organized the 
Catholic Church in the country. He did not draw a 
line between his religious and political life but, like 
a loyal Catholic, he formally surrendered his dukedom 
to the Pope and ‘received it back with a crown; the 
celebrated Iron Crown of St. Stephen which is shown 
on many Hungarian stamps. Thus he became King 
Stephen in place of Duke Stephen. In a sense he was 
the founder of Hungarian Catholicism and deserves 
a high place among great Christian laymen on the 
stamps. Previous to this issue, in 1928, Hungary is- 
sued a stamp design on three values bearing a picture 
of his head (No. 422-424). 

The only son of Stephen and Gisela was Emery. 
He is shown as a youth with his tutor, St. Gerard, on 
the 32f value of the issue. He is shown as Crown 
Prince in royal robes on the 8f value. St. Emery was 
noted, even.as a youth, for his piety. He went to 
great extremes in self-denial and mortification of the 
Hesh. In fact historians say that he was better fitted 
for the cloister than for the throne. He died in 1031 
just as he was about to be crowned as co-king with 


his father. The tradition of his piety and Christian 
Character lingers with the Hungarian people—perhaps 
more than if he had lived to be a poor king. After 
the death of Prince Emery and King Stephen the coun 
try experienced a severe pagan reaction. 

Included in the same issue is another great Christian 
king of Hungary, St. Laszlo. He was the fifth Chris- 
tian king of Hungary. The church had already fallen 
into great corruption. He thoroughly reformed the 
abuses and carried on the work of sending out mission 
aries and building churches. The Hungarians have 
a very interesting tradition that when in the 14th cen- 
tury they were hard pressed by the Tartar Hordes 
St. Laszlo came forth from the tomb and rode again 
into battle and saved the day for Hungary. His pic 
ture on the 20f value is a fine conception of his majest- 
ic figure. In fact all four stamps of this series are 
beautiful and artistic both in design and coloring. 
‘Truly this is a beautiful set of stamps which will 
brighten and beautify your religious album pages. 

When we judge what is meant by “Christian” lay 
men we must interpret the word Christian in the light 
of the times in which they lived. It is not fair to 
judge them by the standards of our times but rathe1 
by how far they rose above the standards of their time. 
This is especially true in the case of St. Olaf of Nor- 
way who was honored by a stamp issue in 1930. He 
was Olaf II Haraldsson and was king of Norway from 
1016 to 1029. On the stamps he is shown in battle 
warding off arrows with his shield on two values (No. 
170, 172). The picture leaves us rather mystified 
as to why he was called “Olaf the Fat.’ He was not 
born a king. While a mere piratical marauder he was 
converted in England and baptised in France. Nor- 
way, at that time, was ruled by many petty kings. He 
returned to his country with two determinations; to 
make himself supreme king and to Christianize his 
country. By fierce fighting, treachery, and cleverness 
he made himself king of Norway. Then he set out 
to complete the conversion of the country. He was a 
peculiar combination. Very ardent in worship he at 
the same time was notoriously immoral and a hard 
drinker. His methods of compelling conversion were 
far from Christian. Those who dared resist baptism 
were likely to have their hands or feet cut off or thei: 
eyes put out. 

His rule was so rigorous and cruel that the Lords 
of Norway united against him and in 1029 he was 
compelled to flee to Russia. Here he recuperated his 
forces and returned to regain his throne. He fell in 
battle. His death is shown in the very dramatic battle 
scene pictured on the highest value of the issue (No. 
173) and Trondhjem Cathedral, where he is buried, 
on the 15 ore value (No. 171). It would seem that 
no one could regard such a man as a saint but the hard 
times and the brutality of the pagan nobles after his 
death helped his people to forget the bad things he had 
done and to remember only his ardent devotion to 
the Christian faith. Miracles were soon reported at 
his tomb and in 1164 he was canonized and declared 
Patron Saint of Norway. If we are tempted to revolt 
from his life and character it is well to remember that 
those were rude times and that he really did stand out 
as much better than the pagan nobles of Norway.

It is now a pleasure to find that 
this series of articles has been re- 
printed in permanent form for easy 
reference in one compact volume of 
nearly 100 pages. The work is illus- 
trated with numerous excellent en- 
gravings and gives in concise and com- 
pact form a most remarkable study of 
the stamp in question. 

Students of stamps will be proud 
to have this volume in their library 
and the publisher, Mr. H. L. Lind- 
quist is to be congratulated on his 
production of this new book.
